Commerce's entry Into the snow 
sculpture contest was a huge, 
brightly coloured and explicit 
phallus.

As no other entry 
came from that school, the 
application was submitted as the 
entry from the School of Cotnm* 
erce. The expert representation 
of the phallus was so effective 
that it won third prize of $25, 
in the snow sculpture contest, 
McNevitts says that the money 
will go to those people who helped 
build the sculpture* 

However, a large number 



officials felt that the sculpture was 
offensive, especially to visitors 
from off-campus. Apparently It 
got a few faculty upset as well. 
"I have to admit, It was pretty 
gross" stated McNevitts, one of 
the builders. 

Thus on Thursday before the study 
break, a payloader from the 
Maintenance building rumbled up 
to the Fraser entrance, and the 
phallus was no more. 

Peter Doyle, a Commerce 
student who didn't participate 
in the building of the sculpture 
expressed the sentiments of a 
majority of the Commerce 
students when he said: 
"Although 1 didn't care one way 
other, we were all a little bit 
pissed off when they bulldozed 
it down,"

students at Laurentian will be 
given the opportunity of buying 
three meals a day at $1.00 a meal 
durine the month of March. 

The meal plan , covering a 
period of four weeks (a total of 
84 meals), was proposed to the 
Food Services Committee by Lap- 
pas Brothers Food Service, 

The release by the Food Com- 
mittee stated that the plan would 
be offered "on a trial basis for 
the month of March, 1975." it Is 
to be noted though, that the plan 
would only be put into operation 
if 400 meal cards are sold by 
Tuesday, February 25th, 1975. 

There Is presently a meal plan 
In operation which provides 10 
meals per week for $18.50. This 
is a five day plan. 

Should the new plan prove work- 
able on the basis of this trial, It 
would be re-Introduced for the 
next school year. Students are pre- 



sently paying $1,300 a lacarte,for 
a 33 week school year. The new 
rneal plan would lower that costto 
$693,00. 

Lambda interviewed the Lappas 
Brothers and was informed that 
the quality of meals would not be 
affected by the lower price, There 
will be a full breakfast, dinner, 
and supper. They agreed that if 
400 students held meal tickets, 
the meals could be better planned, 
thus reducing wastage. 

The charge of $1.00 moans that - tisfy the students, 
the Lappas Brothers will be 
operating at a "break even point". 
The advantages are that the stu- 
dents will save money and time 
when they most need It. That is, 
around the end of the school year. 

Any profits made by the caterers 
will be because some students 
inevitably miss meals. 

Asked why the trial basis for the 
month of March, John Lappas re- 
plied that should the plan work, 
"this will prove to the students 
what they will get for thelrdollar 



On learning that the plan had 
the blessings of the University, 
Lambda questioned Mr. J. L. Hen- 
nessy, Director of Services as to 
the University's role, Hennessy 
said that the University was not 
participating, but was encourag- 

He supported the statement by 
Lappas Bros, that, although there 
would be no choice as to what 
meals would be served, there 
would be sufficient variety to sa- 



Hennessy stated that purchasing 
in volume Is part of the economy 
of the plan. He also added In sup- 
port of this; "in order to make 
this feasible, there has to be 400 
sales."

He felt that it Is not a funda- 
mental responsibility of the Uni- 
versity to see that the student Is 
properly nourished but rather a 
moral responsibility. He contend- 
ed that poor eating habits surely 
iffected a student at exam time. 



IMDP takes stand 



MONTREAL (CUP) — The New 
Democratic Party took a major 
step Jan. 19 towards strengthen- 
ing its stand on women's rights 
when its federal council approv- 
ed a draft statement calling for a 
change In abortion laws, more 
help for working mothers and the 
elimination of sex discrimination. 

The 1-polnt statement drawn 
up from various resolutions by 
NDP women's groups was pre- 
pared by a special committee 
headed by outgoing party leader 
David.Lewis. 

The strongly worded petition 
says the party "fully supports the 
movement for the liberation of 
women. It urges: 

——removal of abortion from the 
Criminal Code so that worn en "are 
free to act In accordance with 
their conscience and on qualified 
medical advice, 

— — provision of 24-hour a day 
free child care centres for work- 
ing mothers across the country, 
-—paid maternity leave for all 
women for as long as they and 
their doctors agree It Is neces- 
sary with no loss of either salary 
or seniority. 

-—equal pay for equal work, 
the same pension beneflts as men 
and collective bargaining rights 
for domestics and part-time help. 



—sex education and birth con- 
trol centres to advise on family 
planning, abortion and means of 
caring for and supporting unplan- 
ned children. 

——comprehensive sex education 
in schools and elimination of sex 
stereo-typing In textbooks. 

— a ban on all advertising which 
"demeans" women. 

The party has been under fire 

by many of its women supporters 

for not spelling out clearlyenough 

its position on women's rights. 

The conlusion urges action on 
"every section"oftheNDP,"par- 
tlcularly the provincial NDP go- 
vernments because they are in a 



position to lead the way In re- 
moving the oppression and ine- 
qualities from which women suf- 
fer." 

"This Is the important part," 
says NDP secretary Cliff Scot- 
ton, "because those three pro- 
vincial governments can do some- 
thing. It's not just telling others 
what they should do." 

None of the threeNDP premiers 
attended the meeting. 

Lewis said the statement is not 
yet party policy. It must first be 
approved by the NDP women's or* 
ganlzation and by the party's ge- 
neral convention In July at Win- 
nipeg. 



Abortion and health 



SASKATOON (CUP) « The Sas- 
katoon Women'sCentrehascharg- 
ed City Hospital with deciding 
on a policy for the Interpretation 
of the present abortion law which 
they haven't made public. 

In a January 9 press release 
the centre said City Hospital, the 
only municipal hospital in Saska- 
toon, was a public Institution and 
therefore should inform the pu- 
blic of their decision on abortion. 

The release asked the board mem- 



bers to define what they meant 
by the word "health", 

"We have in recent weeks no- 
ticed a sharp increase In the 
number of women turned down by 
the Therapeutic Abortion Commit- 
tee at City Hospital," the Centre 
commented. 

Health administrators have in- 
formed the Centre that in the last 
week of December, 1974, of seven 
women who applied for a thera- 
peutic abortion, six were turned 
down.

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LU Social Workers in Calgary

The annual fun-type student soc- 
ial work conference was held In 
Calgary this year* As usual the 
schedule contained a number of 
work shops that were of Interest to 
both the students and working 
members of the profession* The 
following is a short outline of the 
workshop attended by the Laiir- 
entian contingent, Korma Murphy, 
Michelle Noel de Tilly, SueGiffin, 
and Connie Deltnarque. Norma 
Murphy reported on 'Social Wor- 
kers in the School' in which a high 
school principal suggested that 
social workers would be a helpful 
addition to his staff. The prin- 
cipal suggested that societal ties 
were changing : the church Isplay- 
Ing a less significant role than In 
previous years, the family ties are 
not as strong as they have been in 
the past, and children seem to In? 
suffering due to these * Therefore 
preventive social work as well as 
active individual, group, and com* 
munity social work could originate 



in the schools. 

The workshop on f social wor- 
kers in the residential setting' was 
also attended by Norma. Thedlr- 

ector of Hull House for emotionally 
disturbed evaluated different met- 
hods of treatment concluding that 
positive reinforcement on a real- 
ity therapy base worked the best in 
his setting* Behavior modification 
had been tried rather unsuccess- 
fully in another residential sett- 
ing so the speaker chose to dir- 
ect his staff Into reality therapy 
methods concentratin on both the 
present and positive aspects of the 
childs behavior. This appears to 
produce the best result. 

Susan Giffin, a 3rd year social 
work student attended two work- 
shops which pertained to the soc- 
ial worker In private practice 
and 'Women in Society'. J.F.Par- 
ronto, a practising social worker 
in private practice, presented his 

views of Responsible Therapy In 



which the client accepts full res- 
ponsibility for himself at all times* 
In her report Sue shows that this 
is true for the privatepractltloner. 

The worker may earn up to $50.00 
for every 90 minutes in his office 
but isforced to accept full respon- 
sibility tor all his work, there Is 
no agencyumbrella that will prot- 
ect him, however , on the other 
hand the private practitioner can 
change plans as quickly as he'd like 
and has only his client and himself 
to answer to. 

In 'Women in Society* the main 
discussion led to the fact that men 
and wrtmnn arebrothers and sis- 
ters that have been taught to act 
differenty* However, at the present 

time It appears that womensuffer- 
Ing from depression are often tre- 
ated like sick men rather than acc- 
epted as women who have turned 
anger Inwards and are showing up 
at therapy for help. Women are 
showing the signs that most min- 



ority groups exhibit: sensitivity, 
submission, ingratiation, compas- 
sion for the underprivilaged, 
anxiety* Instability, & passivity. 
As all community minded In 
dividuals Bud Scott, a Calgarlan 
alderwoman, expressed concern 
over the development of low-cost 
housing without consultation of 
those citizens affected. She 
discussed errors of design and 
planning, for Instance all food 
storage space the kitchen, and 
the homes that accepted children 
had no play ground in the area. 
These are problems common 
throughout Canada and are pro- 
blems that private individuals 
can work on. 

To all those who feel that 
community colleges and univer- 
sities are struggling at odds 
with each other the news comes 
that Algonquin College, Ottawa 
Is trying to do something about 
it as far as social services Is

concerned. The college Is at- 
tempting to evatuate courses 
and Job performance of those 
graduating from different courses. 
The aim is to coordinate social 
work education as much 
as posslbte. 

Emit Hogan reported on the role 
of social workers in the psychia- 
tric setting. Hogan feels that 
services between agencies should 
be more coordinated, the 
community should be more In- 
volved with mental health ser- 
viced, and that mental health 
setting shouldinterpret their rote 
to the community. This sugges- 
tion Is universal. Hogan suggest- 
ed community education, outreach 
programs, and Increased communl 
cation between those who use 
the programs and those who plan 
them. 

Mary Englman, a government 
consultant to the Dept. oi Aging, 
presented a brief discussion on 

the problems facing the aged. 
She concentrated on problem:* 
caused by society's attitudes 
towards the aetne. person. Ol- 
der people face sensory loss, 
a lessening of mobility, fewer 
friends, and having their deci- 
sion making ability 'taken away* 
from them. The senior citizen 
councils across Canada can work 
on much the same programs. 
These programs may Include 
health services, university ex- 
tension programs, and recreation- 
al activities.

Toronto (CU?) The Chairman 

of the Library Arts Department at 
Ryerson has been awarded $4,002 
from the federal government to 
establish an annual review of all 
books published In Canada. 

Dean Tudor, the chairman . 
says the^canadian Book Kevle* 
Annual" will be financed throurh 
a Canada Council grant and 'VtH 
contain a total coverage exceeding 

1,300 books, 

"Specialists, roughly 200 in 
number, will review each book 
issued since 1975 in capsule 
form o( 250 words each/' said 

Tudor. 

Each review contained in the ann- 
ual, which is to be Issued by May 
of 197G, will be classified accord- 
ing to fiction and non-fiction. Rev- 
lews in each category wil 1 be alp- 
habetical by author, with a com- 
plete author and title index at the 
end of the volume. 

The annual, to be distributed 
throughout Canadian and American 
libraries, will be of great sign- 
ificance to librarians. 

In fact, the annual will bring 
higher sales of Canadian books 
abroad rather than in Canada. 
"I predict higher sales of this 
book outside the country than wit- 
hin , on the grounds that foreign 
users will be more aware of our 
literature and thus promote and 
stimulate sales, "said Tudcr. 

Sales are expected to reach an 
excess of 3,000 copies. The price 
of the annual will be kept to a min- 
imum because of the amount ofthe 
grant. Each copy will cost approx- 
imately $12 to $14. 

One annual will be Issued every 
spring. The revenue from salesof 
the first published annual will be 
alloted towards the next Issuing. 
"It will never be a big seller, but 
we are hoping for the best/'

SCRAP receives $30.00 per ton 
for the newsprint and will pay any 
community organization wishing 
to raise funds t $20.00 per ton of 
bundled paper, delivered to the 
NepaUwin Avenue depot* SCRAP 



will also pick «p any amount of 
bundled paper over 400 pounds 
free of chargeJust contact them at 

674-9741. 

Other recycled products from 
paper include flower pot and trays 
The project is looking for clear 
shredded paper to be used aspac- 
king material and will pay 3 cents 
per pound or $50.00 per ton. 
Wine bottfes are gladly received 
at my of the three depots between 
the hours of 10-4 dally ( 12 bot- 
tles per case) 75 cents a case. It 
is requested that they be incases, 
so as to facilitate handling.
